It may be any sort of experience : Something may have happened to the 
author in actual life, or he may have heard a story of something, or some 
phantasy may have flashed into his mind. But it must be an experience 
peouliar in one respect ; it must be of a kind to take bold of him and to 
demand ntteranoe. There might be nothing extraordinary in an experience 
that merely urged him to express himself, there must be something extra* 
ordinary in any experience that urges him to express himself to perfection, 
and in a way that will also represent his experience to another mind.... 

“When BhakespeaTe heard (or read) the story of Othello, he tock it as 
a single experience ; the whole matter and import of the tale was seized by 
him, in a single aot of imaginative attention. The wealth of matter in this 
experience of his is expressed by the texture of the play ; but the final impres¬ 
sion of the completed play biings all this wealth of matter in our minds into 
a single intensity of experience, a siDgle aot cf imaginative attention, the 
excitement of which ooriesponds (so far ns we are able to correspond) with the 
energy of Shakespeare's inspiration.”

If there were no bodily ohanges, if consequently tho field of 
oonsoioueness were to oontain no sensations of endcsomatio origin, there could 
be no emotion. 

“Nor do I eee any great weight in the criticisms whioh have been brought 
against the use of the word is in the passage oited above. It has been pointed 
out that to say “our feeling of the [bodily] ohanges as they ooonr (i. e. the 
sum total of the endosom&tio sensations) is the emotion”, is to assert an 
identity between the emotion and the sensation, and that although there may 
be a causal connexion between the sensation and the slate of mind we call 
emotion, this is not logically equivalent to identity. But, as against this. I 
would oontend that the connexion between the endosomatio sensations, and 
the afieotivo component of tbe total mental state (i. e. the ‘emotion’) is pre* 
oisely the same aB that between any other sensation and the ohange in 
consciousness produoed thereby. So far as mind is oonoerned, sensations 
emanating from my own body are just external, jnst as mnoh 'given ab extra ' 
aB those emanating from what I describe as 'objects' outside my body, and 
should be treated in the Bame way as the latter. 'If we say that the ohange in

Another great aotor, Edwin Booth, was once taking the chief partln the 
play Lt Box s'amuse...The part was one in which Booth was conscious c t 
having won great success. One evening he satisfied himself that he was 
acting even better than usual. The power of the situation, the pathos of his 
lines worked on him so strongly that he completely Indent)fied himself with 
the character he wbb representing. Real tears flowed from his ejeB, hlB voloe 
broke with emotion, real sobs oh eked him. Altogether, it seemed to him that 
‘he never acted so well. The perfoimanoe over, he saw his daughter hastening

Coquelin does not tell this little story for its own sake. EHb objeot Ib to 
point a moral. In his own words, the moral is that in order to call forth 
feeling in others we ourselves must not experience it. He doeB not say that ' 
we must never have known it, but only that we must not be undergoing it 
while we are in the aot of trying to aroUBe it in others. ‘In all oiroumstanoes, 
the aotor,” he BayB, “must retain complete eelf-oontrol,”—Montgomery 
Belgion : Reading for Profit , pp. 28-29.

“For a long time it wbb believed, not only by the ignorant but also by the 
instructed, that masculine and feminine were two antagonistic and profoundly 
differentiated entities. Man and woman were set widely apart in out minds, 
and the concept of the integrity of our own sex was maintained as an inviol¬ 
able characteristic of personality. To oast any doubt on one's manhood or 
one's womanhood was regarded as an insult, especially to the male. Becausa 
of this attitude, all intersexual states, whether they affeoted the phyiioal 
si ate (hermaphroditism) or the psychological make up (intersexual conditions^ 
homesexuality), were looked upon either as repulsive monstrosities or else as 
heinous sins. 

"As a result of our biological survey, we are in a position to see that this 
was an entirely false way of looking at sex, and that we must ohange our 
jgi&wB The two sexeB, masculine and feminine, are not two separate and 
distinct entities standing widely apart. Bather must we regard them as two 
conditions that may approach each other and ‘end by fusing in a phase of 
primitive ambiguity' (Maranon). In every male lurks a female, in every 
female a male, sometimes so arrogant as to mask the true personality, some¬ 
times so shy as to be eoarcely perceptible. No longer oan we speak of the

‘male type* and of the ‘female type’, but rather of a Boriea of infinite 
gradations ‘which extend from a flagrant hermapbroditien to forms so alter* 
nated that they merge into normality itself” (Maranon ).”—The Physiology of 
Sex : Kenneth Walker. *[. '$*-*« (Pelican Book** 194 '), Freud'S *IW*1: "A 
certain degree of anatomioal hermaphroditism really belongs to the normal. 
In no normally formed male or female are traces of the apparatus of the other 
sex lacking... The oonoeption which we gather from this long known 
anatomioal fact is that there is an original predisposition to bisexuality, that 
in the oourse of development this changes to monosexuality, leaving only 
slight remnants of the stunted sex.
